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DETAIL  REPORT  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 
OF  THE  PARK  AND  PLAYGROUND  COM. 

Because  we  believe  drastic  changes  in  our  commu- 
nity life  may  well  affect  our  very  existence  by  the  re- 
routing of  Highway  No.  16,  your  Commission,  start- 
ing in  September,  have  made  a  thorough  survey  of  the 
recreational  potential  of  the  entire  town. 

Five  projects  of  major  importance  to  the  Town,  were 
undertaken,  all  of  which  ought  to  be  adopted  within 
the  next  five-year  period,  as  follows : 

The  Town  Hall  is  in  drastic  need  of  repairs  and  in 
this  connection  we  recommend  a  Recreation  Center  be 
established  in  the  basement  to  consist  of  a  community 
center  on  the  Meadow  Street  side  and  four  bowling 
alleys  on  the  Library  side.  To  comply  with  the  fire 
and  sanitary  codes,  where  100  or  more  people  congre- 
gate, safety  is  of  the  first  concern.  The  Commission 
requests,  therefore,  the  authority  for  this  section  of 
the  building  to  come  under  their  jurisdiction  in  order 
to  comply  with  Chapter  34  of  the  N.  H.  Laws  which 
provides  for  the  collection  of  fees.  In  accordance  with 
our  study  the  bowling  alleys  ought  to  be  self-sustain- 
ing and  we  predict  if  our  recommendations  are  adopted, 
we  may  well  entirely  eliminate  the  $1,200.00  deficit 
now  accruing  against  the  entire  building.  We  must 
caution  you,  however,  our  first  duty  is  to  our  children 
and  the  intrinsic  value  should  not  be  considered,  be- 
cause some  place  MUST  be  established  as  a  Community 
Center,  and  the  Town  Hall,  in  our  opinion  will  be  ideal. 

Moose  Mountain  Ski  Area  has  so  many  possibilities, 
space  prohibits  a  detailed  report.  With  the  new  Rt.  16 
passing  within  a  few  feet  of  this  potential  and  from 
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our  study,  one  of  the  foremost  users  would  be  students 
of  the  University  of  N.  H.,  only  30  minutes  away  by 
automobile.  We  understand  from  reliable  sources,  and 
with  the  proper  advertising,  this  area  well  may  come 
to  be  known  as  the  University  Ski  Area.  We  recom- 
mend serious  consideration  for  the  adoption  of  this 
facility  in  the  immediate  future. 

A  bathing-  beach  is  a  sorely  needed  addition  to  our 
recreational  growth.  We  recommend  next  year,  after 
the  new  highway  by-passes  Sanbornville,  immediate 
steps  be  taken  with  the  Socony  people,  for  the  Town 
to  acquire  said  property,  remodel  the  present  filling 
station  into  a  modern  bath  house.  Dredge  out  the  bay, 
fill  with  new  sand,  and  erect  a  chain  linked  fence 
around  the  property  and  this  acquisition  would  be 
self-sustaining. 

One  of  the  beauty  spots  in  Town  is  the  Vista- View 
on  Rte.  16  in  North  Wakefield.  We  recommend  the 
Town  or  private  interests  erect  a  fifty-foot  sight-see- 
ing tower  on  this  site,  with  two  telescopes  at  the  sum- 
mit and  admission  be  charged  for  the  use  thereof. 

Our  baseball  field  is  progressing  rapidly.  Literally 
turning  a  wood  lot  into  a  level  area  almost  as  large  as 
Fenway  Park,  was  a  major  effort  on  our  part.  Towns- 
people generally  are  praising  our  work.  At  this  writing 
the  Wakefield  Lions  Club  and  the  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars  plan  to  sponsor  Little  League  teams  this  year 
with  plans  now  in  progress  to  enter  one  of  the  numer- 
ous leagues  in  this  area.  We  are  sure  this  will  ma- 
terialize. 

Our  over-all  picture  is  good.  It  will  take  all  of  us 
to  "measure  up"  and  put  every  effort  into  our  recrea- 
tional potential.  First,  we  must  remember  our  future 
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citizens,  our  children — they  must  have  a  community 
center.  Secondly,  our  vast  area  must  be  developed,  in 
order  that  we  can  obtain  our  share  of  the  summer 
recreational  business,  remembering  this  is  big  busi- 
ness. The  cost  ought  to  be  secondary. 

We  thank  all  of  you  for  your  support  and  sincerely 
solicit  your  cooperation.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

Everyone  apparently  fears  fire  but  too  many  are 
careless  with  it.  This  is  particularly  true  of  fires  in 
or  near  woodland.  Official  figures  show  that  more 
than  98%  of  all  forest  fires  results  from  human  care- 
lessness and  can  be  prevented.  Consequently  we 
may  say  "Forest  Fires  are  our  most  shameful  waste." 

Annual  forest  fire  losses  are  tremendous  and 
their  effects  are  far  reaching.  Such  fires  destroy 
the  raw  products  of  the  forest,  the  protection  forest 
provides  for  game,  and  the  supply  of  ground  water. 
They  upset  the  local  economies  by  drawing  men  from 
gainful  employment  and  requiring  the  expenditure 
of  public  funds  to  extinguish  them. 

Your  local  warden  and  his  deputies  are  doing  an 
excellent  job  in  trying  to  prevent  this  shameful  waste, 
but  they  must  have  the  cooperation  of  the  public  and 
this  means  YOU.  Remember  there  are  laws  that 
cover  the  making  of  a  camp  fire,  also  the  burning  of 
rubbish  or  debris,  and  also  the  burning  of  brush 
whether  this  is  on  your  land  or  land  of  other  people, 
and  to  disobey  these  laws  can  cost  you  a  great  deal 
of  money.  So  please  see  your  local  warden  and  he 
will  tell  you  how  to  burn  the  rubbish,  also  when  you 
can  burn  it,  and  also  issue  you  a  permit  to  do  so  if 
conditions  are  right. 

In  the  "Keep  America  Green"  program  there  is 
a  story  of  two  bad  boys  who  cause  most  of  our  forest 
fires-  The  first  one  we  will  call  "I  don't  care."  He 
is  the  person  that  builds  a  fire  anywfhere,  never  gets 
a  permit  to  burn  brush,  or  has  a  safe  place  for  his 
home  incinerator.  He  also  is  very  careless  with 
matches  and  cigarettes.     The  other  one  is  called  "I 
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don't  know  any  better"  and  the  best  way  to  describe 
him  is  he  is  a  plain  dunce.  It  is  only  with  your  help 
that  these  two  bad  actors  are  controlled.  Their  care- 
lessness can  be  the  cause  of  our  valuable  woodland 
being  destroyed  by  fire.  Even  your  homes  can  be 
burned  by  their  carelessness. 

It  is  up  to  you  and  you  to  report  these  two  char- 
acters to  your  local  forest  warden  whenever  you  see 
them  operating.  Remember  it  is  with  your  coopera- 
tion that  this  shameful  waste  of  timber  and  money 
can  be  stopped-

3.  To  see  if  the  district  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $246.00  to  be  used,  in  conjunction  with  funds 
to  be  raised  and  appropriated  by  other  school  districts 
in  the  Supervisory  Union  No.  36,  for  the  purpose  of 
conducting  a  study  of  the  feasibility  of  the  formation 
and  operation  of  a  cooperative  school  district  by  not 
less  than  five  of  the  seven  districts  involved,  namely 
Brookfield,  Effingham,  Freedom,  Madison,  Ossipee, 
Tamworth,  and  Wakefield.  The  above  sum  is  based 
on  $3.00  per  pupil,  grades  seven  to  twelve  inclusive, 
according  to  the  average  daily  membership  of  these 
grades  for  1956-57.  The  use  of  this  appropriation  is 
contingent  upon  appropriations  made  on  a  similar  basis 
by  not  less  than  five  of  the  seven  districts  named  above.

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Wakefield: 

During  the  school  year  1956-57  the  teachers  in  the 
Sanbornville  Schools  were:  Miss  Abbie  F.  Tuttle, 
grades  1  and  2 ;  Mrs.  Alma  Gray,  grades  2  and  3 ;  Mrs. 
Margaret  Doe,  grades  3  and  4;  Mrs.  Mary  Belliveau, 
grades  5  and  6 ;  Mr.  Gerard  Belliveau,  grades  7  and  8. 
Mrs.  Gray  was  succeeded  March  4  by  Mrs.  Leda  Knapp, 
of  Ossipee,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers' 
College,  with  several  years  teaching  experience.  In  the 
Union  School  were:  Mrs.  Florence  Gerrish,  grades  1 
to  4 ;  and  Mrs.  Helen  Abbott,  grades  5  to  8.  In  the  East 
Wakefield  School  was  Mrs.  Edith  Home,  grades  1  to  8. 
We  are  fortunate  to  have  competent  teachers  who  are 
devoted  to  the  welfare  of  the  children. 

At  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  1957,  Mrs. 
Belliveau  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Evelyn  Sands,  of 
Wolfeboro,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Pembroke  College.  Mr. 
John  Sapp,  a  graduate  of  the  Naval  Academy,  who  had 
recently  resigned  from  the  U.  S.  Marine  Corps,  suc- 
ceeded Mr.  Belliveau  in  grades  7  and  8.  In  the  Union 
School  Mrs.  Blanche  Wentworth  succeeded  Mrs.  Flor- 
ence Gerrish  in  the  primary  grades. 

The  total  enrollment  in  the  Wakefield  Schools  was 
204  with  an  average  membership  of  183.7.  The  schools 
opened  in  September  of  the  current  year  with  an  en- 
rollment of  193.

Esti- 
mated high  school  enrollment  for  1958-59  is  58. 

The  school  health  services  continued  under  the  able 
direction  of  Mrs.  Rebecca  Sanborn,  R.N.  Mrs.  Sanborn 
is  employed  by  the  School  Nurses  Union  made  up  of 
the  school  districts  of  Effingham,  Freedom,  Madison, 
and  Wakefield.  The  school  nurse's  report  appears  else- 
where. 

Wakefield  received  no  state  aid  for  the  current  op- 
eration of  schools  and  will  receive  none  this  year. 
The  district  will  receive  $900.00  in  state  building  aid 
applicable  to  the  capital  payment  on  the  debt  for  the 
Paul  School. 

On  other  pages  appears  a  report  of  the  organization 
of  a  cooperative  school  study  initiated  by  the  school 
boards  of  this  supervisory  union,  the  reasons  why  this 
study  is  considered  urgent,  a  brief  description  of  a 
cooperative  school  district,  and  some  of  the  education- 
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al  advantages,  if  implemented,  it  may  be  expected  to 
provide. 

In  one  section  of  the  report  mention  is  made  of  some 
building  problems  imminent  in  several  of  the  districts, 
that  should  be  alleviated  by  a  cooperative  school.  How- 
ever if  the  cooperative  project  should  be  accepted  the 
building  facilities  probably  would  not  be  ready  for  use 
before  September,  1961. 

Wakefield  has  an  immediate  problem  of  providing 
room  for  the  pupils  in  Sanbornville.  For  several  years 
grades  5  arid  6  have  been  combined  in  a  room  in  the 
Grammar  School.  The  present  4th  grade  has  an  enroll- 
ment of  29  and  the  5th  grade  18  pupils.  If  these  are 
combined  as  grades  5  and  6  next  year  there  will  be 
considerably  over  40  pupils  enrolled.  No  teacher  can 
be  expected  to  attain  good  results  with  such  a  large 
number  of  pupils.  There  is  urgent  need  of  additional 
room  by  September,  1958. 

The  cooperation  of  the  school  board,  teachers  and 
citizens  is  appreciated.

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Proposed  Cooperative  School  District  Study 

At  a  meeting  of  the  school  boards  of  Supervisory 
Union  No.  36  in  November,  1957  a  discussion  of  the 
impending  increase  in  the  number  of  high  school  pupils 
in  these  districts,  and  a  reported  proportionate  increase 
in  the  high  school  districts  now  attended  by  our  pupils, 
led  the  board  members  to  decide  that  a  serious  study  of 
a  cooperative  school  district  for  this  area  is  very 
urgent.  All  the  high  school  pupils  of  this  area  are 
transported  to  schools  outside  these  districts.  Our 
school  boards  have  no  control  over  these  high  schools. 
If  it  becomes  necessary  to  provide  high  school  facilities 
for  our  pupils  it  is  imperative  that  the  study  begin  now 
in  order  to  provide  the  essential  building,  equipment, 
and  staff  by  September  1961. 

Because  there  will  be  expenses  necessary  in  mak- 
ing the  study  and  reporting  the  findings  to  the  citizens 
of  the  districts  each  board  has  been  requested  to  insert 
an  article  in  the  warrant  providing  an  appropriation 
of  $3.00  per  pupil  based  on  the  average  daily  member- 
ship of  grades  7  through  12  for  the  year  1956-57. 

What  is  a  cooperative  school  district  ?  A  coopera- 
tive school  district  is  formed  from  two  or  more  exist- 
ing school  districts  by  vote  of  the  people.  It  is  an 
entirely  new  school  district  in  which  the  former  in- 
dividual district  boundaries  no  longer  exist.  It  has  all 
the  authority  and  powers  of  a  single  district.  Its  af- 
fairs are  administered  by  a  school  board  made  up  of  at 
least  one  representative  from  each  of  the  pre-existing 
districts  who  are  elected  by  the  people.  It  brings  to- 
gether the  resources  of  the  member  districts  to  provide 
the  desired  educational  facilities  for  the  pupils  of  the 
area.  It  makes  possible  the  provision  of  educational 
opportunities  at  the  high  school  level  by  a  school  of 
sufficient  size   (not  less  than  300  pupils)   to  offer  a 
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wide  variety  of  instructional  services  efficiently  and 
economically.  It  will  provide  security  of  educational 
facilities  that  are  not  guaranteed  to  tuition  pupils. 
Effectively  organized  it  will  provide  for  the  educational 
needs  of  the  pupils  of  this  area. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  school  boards  to  make 
the  study  in  terms  of  a  six-year  high  school,  grades  7 
through  12.  The  inclusion  of  grades  seven  and  eight 
will  serve  two  purposes.  The  pupils  will  have  the  fac- 
ilities necessary  for  instruction  in  science,  shop,  home- 
making,  physical  education,  guidance,  music,  and  art 
that,  in  most  of  our  schools,  do  not  exist  or  at  best  in 
a  few  only  inadequately.  By  moving  the  7th  and  8th 
grades  out  of  our  present  buildings  it  will  make  un- 
necessary the  construction  of  additional  classrooms 
and  other  facilities  in  Madison,  Ossipee,  Tamworth, 
and  Wakefield  in  the  predictable  future.  Enrollment 
in  grades  7  to  12  in  the  seven  districts  involved  will  be 
about  450  in  1960  and  over  500  in  1962. 

Under  the  cooperative  plan  school  transportation 
for  both  elementary  and  high  school  pupils  may  be 
coordinated  and  operated  more  efficiently.  A  central- 
ly located  high  school  will  shorten  most  of  the  bus 
routes  materially  which  should  decrease  this  part  of 
the  school  budget. 

Under  the  present  state  school  building  aid  law 
a  cooperative  school  district  of  two  former  districts  is 
entitled  to  40  %  reimbursement  of  building  costs.  The 
reimbursement  increases  5%  for  each  additional  dis- 
trict to  a  maximum  of  55  % .  A  cooperative  district  of 
five  old  districts  will  be  entitled  to  the  maximum 
55%  aid. 

The  cooperative  school  district  serves  to  attract 
and  hold  good  teachers  by  providing  better  teaching 
conditions,  better  instructional  facilities,  better  pro-

fessional  relationship,  better  professional  consultant 
services  in  the  fields  of  guidance,  music,  and  art,  and 
a  better  professional  spirit  through  belonging  to  a 
large  instructional  unit. 

This  proposed  study  must  cover  many  aspects  of 
the  problem  including: 

1.  A  study  of  the  school  population  of  the  area. 

2.  A  study  of  the  educational  needs  of  the  youth 
of  the  area  and  the  school  program  that  will  provide 
for  these  needs. 

3.  A  study  of  transportation  needs  and  the  costs. 

4.  A  study  of  building  needs  and  the  costs. 

5.  A  financial  study  including  capital  costs,  cur- 
rent operation  costs,  bond  issues,  state  aid  available, 
apportionment  of  costs  and  affect  upon  the  tax  rates 
of  the  districts  involved. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  results  of  this  study  will 
be  published  and  distributed  to  the  voters  of  these 
districts  prior  to  the  annual  district  meeting  of  1959. 

We  feel  that  this  study  project  is  immediately 
necessary  to  make  certain  the  security  of  educational 
opportunities  at  the  high  school  level,  to  provide  better 
instruction  for  the  7th  and  8th  grade  pupils,  to  relieve 
several  districts  of  impending  building  construction 
problems,  and  to  improve  our  entire  educational  system. 
It  is  our  earnest  hope  that  this  study  will  receive  your 
support. 

The  districts  concerned  in  this  study  are  Brook- 
field,  Effingham,  Freedom,  Madison,  Ossipee,  Tarn- 
worth,  and  Wakefield. 
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
